LONDON, Nov. 18 Lt Gen George S. Patton's Third army infantry 
and armor unleashed a sudden drive on a 15-mile front toward the north­ 
ern Saar today, sent patrols surging into the Reich and troops storming 
into fortress Metz from both the north and south. 
Infantry crossed Hie Moselle bridge into Mete from tire north during 
the night, while other patrols from the south also pellet rated the city, 
where the Germans have been preparing a stiff defense in the streets and 
the thtek stone walks ol the houses 
Mechanized cavalry patrols stabbed across the Oerman border near 
Peri, at tile corner of the Luxembourg, French and German birders. 
At tile same time Gen. Patton's new push developed a thrust 15 miles 
to the southeast toward tile Saar border, and armor newly thrown into the 
offensive rolled forward four miles to near Bouzonvllle, 20 miles north­ 
west of Saarbrucken, chief industrial center of the German valley.
